BOSTON, Nov. 25—A plot to 
w blow 
up the Charlestown 
navy 
yard was uncovered today by na­ 
val authorities. 
A cordon of more than IOO 
police and a detachm ent of ma- 
rines 
was 
immediately 
thrown 
* about the yard. 
Navy officials, it was revealed, 
received information they describ­ 
ed as coming from the “most 
authoritative 
sources1’ 
th at a 
a workman would attem pt to carry 
a time bomb and a quantity of 
dynamite into the navy yard when 
the gates opened for the workers 
on the day shift. It would be dis­ 
guised in a lunch box, according 
0 to the “tip.” 
More than IOO Boston police­ 
men were rushed to the navy yard 
to assist the marines on duty there 
in a system atic search of every 
person entering. 
a 
.Mile Radius Guarded 
In addition, other officers were 
deployed over an area within a 
mile radius of the navy yard to 
watch for anyone of suspicious 
appearance. 
As soon as the tip was received, 
officials threw a heavy guard of 
marines 
around 
all navy yard 
gates. 
Then they notified Captain Ber­ 
nard 
Graham, 
night 
officer in 
^ charge of Boston police headquar­ 
ters, requesting all available as­ 
sistance. 
Captain 
Graham 
called 
75 
plainclothes detectives and police­ 
men from their beds at home and 
a ordered them to the navy yard. 
Later. 30 more officers were sent 
over. 
AH .Men Searched 
When the day shift of workmen 
arrived, they found all gates to the 
^ navy yard closed and the police 
waiting to conduct a thorough 
search of everyone. 
Each man 
was thoroughly “frisked** and the 
contents of his lunchbox carefully 
examined' before he was allowed to 
♦ pass through the gate. 
No bombs or explosives were 
found on any of the men. 
The slow procedure of the indi­ 
vidual search caused a traffic jam 
at City Square, Charlestown, as 
** thousands 
of 
workmen 
milled 
around the navy yard, waiting to 
go to work.

University, today was the target 
of bitter alumni criticism along 
the High Street rialto. 
The 
Buckeye 
grid 
fortunes 
reached rock bottom in a 40 to 0 
rout a t the hands of Tommy H ar­ 
mon and Michigan on Saturday 
and the rabid Columbus fandom 
increased its howl for a “new 
deal” a t the Ohio institution. 
Downtown 
quarterbacks were 
unanimous 
in 
the 
belief 
th at 
Schmidt could not w ithstand the 
demands for his resignation after 
the worst defeat in 35 years a t 
Ohio State, and the poorest sea­ 
son’s record in the last twenty 
years. 
A t the close of last season, fol­ 
lowing defeats at the hands of 
Michigan and Cornell, it was gen­ 
erally understood th at Schmidt 
would have to produce in 1940 or 
step down. The team was herald­ 
ed as the “team of the year” 
prior to the opener against P itts­ 
burgh, but defeats a t the hands 
of Northwestern, Minnesota, Cor­ 
nell and Michigan followed, and 
the howl immediately went up for 
a coaching change. 
Schmidt came to Ohio State in 
1934 from Texas Christian. 
His 
record at Ohio State in seven 
years show's 39 wins, 16 losses and 
one tie.

The newest, and perhaps dead­ 
liest weapon in modern naval 
w arfare—a torpedo fired from a

Democrat Would Weed Out 
Thousands Of Parasitic 
Middle Men 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25—V ast 
expansion and revision of the New 
Deal farm program w as proposed 
today by Rep. Fulmer (D) S. C., 
newly-elected 
chairman 
of 
the 
powerful house agriculture com­ 
mittee. 
While approving aid given the 
farmer in the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration, Fulmer declared that the 
basic farm problems have not yet 
been solved. 
"A lot of things we are doing 
is just beating around the bush,” 
the new administration agricul­ 
ture leader said. 
“We are on a 
merry-go-’round. 
If we cut off 
subsidies 
the 
farmer would 
be 
right back where he was.” 
Proposals of Fulmer include: 
1. A federal-state program to 
revolutionize the system of mar­ 
keting agricultural crops, through 
building of huge cooperatives fi­ 
nanced by the government, which 
would replace hundreds of thous­ 
ands of private middle men. 
2. Complete parity payments on 
major crops, which he estimated 
would entail an additional annual 
appropriation of $250,000,000. 
3. Mandatory 
reduction 
of 
freight 
rates on farm products, 
even if necessary to increase rates 
on manufactured products. 
Fulmer, 
a 
successful 
farmer 
who operates 2,000 acres in South 
Carolina, declared that congress 
has either passed legislation to 
aid, or has permitted nearly every- 
other organized group to control 
production and fix prices. 
‘‘I favor soil conservation and 
control of production by allotment 
of 
acreage, 
but 
this 
is 
not 
enough,” Fulmer said. 
“Regardless of what we have 
done the farmers are a grazing 
ground for every other group. 
“I am interested in having the 
federal 
government, 
aided 
by 
states, 
establish 
an 
up-to-date 
m arketing and distribution system 
under guidance of the government, 
and control of the farmers, to 
properly 
grade 
and 
distribute 
farm products. 
“I would weed out the thousands 
of parasitic middle men and pro­ 
vide a system to aid farmers and 
consumers.” 
One of Fuller’s pet measures is 
a bill requiring use of five percent 
cotton in wood pulp. 
He said that 
this alone would cause consump­ 
tion of millions of bales of cotton 
annually. 
He also proposed high density 
compression 
of cotton, 
together 
with grading and classifying of 
cotton at the gin. He charged that 
the United States uses the most 
antiquated system in the world of 
bailing cotton and said his plan 
would eliminate an annual waste 
of $25,000,000. 
Fulmer said that he would op­ 
pose a processing tax on cotton 
and similar products, unless there 
also is a 
compensatory 
tax 
on 
competing products.

Torrents Increase Loss 
In Eastern Texas Region 


DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 25—While ice and sleet played havoc today 
with communications in the Texas Panhandle and isolated many com­ 
munities, torrential rains took a mounting toll of property destruction 
in East Texas, bringing the worst floods in the area’s history. 
For m any hours, Amarillo was cut off from communication when 
ice, forming inches deep on telephone wires, broke lines and snapped 
poles by the thousand. 
Amateur radio operators finally sent word of 
Amarillo’s

and 
reported 
that a sub-zero temperature of 28 
degrees was causing ice to form 
on all w ires so rapidly that repair 
crews could not keep up with the 
damage. 
Telephone officials said there 
was no wire service from Amarillo 
to an area extending 20 miles east 
and 20 miles south of the city, and 
to the New Mexico and Colorado 
borders. 
In the flooded districts, scores 
of stream s over-ran their banks,

were made uncertain.

was measured at more than 12 
inches at Nacogdoches and Pal­ 
estine.

The Common Wart 


The common w art is known as 
verruca 
vulgaris — the 
vulgar 
w art. Then there is verruca ju ­ 
venilis—the w art of the young; 
and verruca plantaris—the w art 
of the bottom of the foot. 
It is generally believed now that 
they are all due to a form of in­ 
fection—a virus, but it has cer­ 
tain peculiarities. It is almost im­ 
possible to say where one acquired 
the infection because the latent 
period between contact and the 
appearance of the sw art may be 
twelve to twenty months. Multiple 
w arts tend to spread in a linear 
m anner along the lines of scratch. 
E ither 
common 
or 
juvenile 
w arts respond to local applica­ 
tions in many instances—any an­ 


tiseptic such as ammoniated mer­ 
cury, salicylic acid, sulphur or re- 
sorcin will work. My own family 
remedy is formaldehyde. Get a 
half-ounce bottle and tip it up so 
as to wet the cork and touch the 
w art lightly with the moistened 
cork four or five times a day. 
The X-ray and electro-dessica- 
tion—a sort of electric cautery— 
are to be used when the simple 
means fail. 


Bloch’s Observations 


A remarkable set of observa­ 
tions is that of Bloch who cured 
w arts by suggestion. The eyes of 
the patient are blindfolded and he 
sits with his hands on an electric­ 
ally controlled vibrating machine. 
No electric currents of any kind 
enter the body, however. 
The 
w arts are painted with methy­ 
lene blue or red ink, and the pa­ 
tient is told that so long as any 
trace of color rem ains he is not to 
touch the warts. This latter cau­ 
tion prevents re-infection. 
The 
disappearance of 
w arts under 
these circumstances explains the 
old housewife methods of rubbing 
the w art with a piece of raw meat 
and burying the m eat under an 
apple tree on a moonlight night, 
or burying the dish rag under the 
porch. 
A t any rate, the patient should 
always be warned a t the begin­ 
ning of treatm ent th at it may take 
tim e, so he will not give up in des­ 
pair if the first methods fail. 
P lantar w arts are very trouble­ 
some, undoubtedly due to infection 
from walking barefoot in bath­ 
rooms and gymnasium showers.
